On Renewal Plan 


Urban renewal plans may be 
ready for town meeting discussion 
Oct. 6. 

An article 


in the 


warrant asks 
whether the voters wish the town 
to proceed in applying to have 


detailed urban renewal plans drawn 
for the community, at no cost to 
the town. But there had been some 
doubt whether all the pertinent in- 
formation could be available by 
Oct. 6, following announcement 
that the tentative area was being 


cut by two-thirds. This resulted 
from a government decision to 
allow renewal funds on a popula- 
tion basis, rather than the full 
amount needed for a specific area 
within the communities. Consult- 


ants, who had drawn careful plans 
of the proposed area and who had 
completed the detailed application 
form, did not know whether the 
plans could be altered quickly 
enough to present to the special 
session. 

The Selectmen were asked to 
file the application, accompanied 


by a resolution. But the Board felt 
that the voters should decide the 
question and either direct or re- 


fuse to authorize the Board to act. 
The resolution that probably would 
be filed, if town meeting approves 
Oct. 6, follows: 

“Whereas, it

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Good news came out of the meeting last week between 
Board of Public Works officials and the Waterways Divi- 
sion, with the announced promise to reconstruct Rogers 


Brook. 


This decision has been a long time coming and, indeed,

Now that an OK has been stamped on the job, we can 
expect to see engineers at work on the plans, which must 
be revamped before bids can be sought. It is assumed that 
actual construction will be necessarily held up until next 
spring or summer — whenever it becomes practical to work 
on the brook, based on weather conditions primarily.

Valz Has Opinions On 
Teacher Merit System 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

“Some two months have elapsed 
since you printed a preliminary re- 
yort on the teachers’ merit plan. 
tf the belief that an advance 
report was made for the purpose of 
sounding out the public, I would 
like to offer my comments, for 
whatever they may be worth, in 
the hope that public discussion 
may facilitate public acceptance 
of a sound merit plan. I find it 
impossible to discuss a merit plan 
intelligently without first knowing 
its exact purpose. Since I know ar 
no official statement of purpose, I 
shall have to offer my own. 

“In the final analysis, what the 
public wants to know is not so 
much how the merit plan is ad- 
ministered but why we are con- 
sidering one at all. The core of 
any formal report should consist of 
solid reasons why it pays the 
town to go to the added expense 
involved. Unless a merit plan can 
achieve tangible benefits for the 
town which can’t be achieved 
without it, we should abandon the 
whole idea. 

‘fAnyone will admit that even 
when teachers’ salaries were far, 
far less than they now are, our 
school system had some excellent 
teachers. (Some people even in- 
sist that we had more superior 
teachers then, proportionately, 
than we have now.) No merit plana 
is needed to get and hold some 
first-class teachers. The only 
justification for a merit plan, then, 
is to increase our share of such 
teachers. 

“It is one thing to wish to be 
discriminating in the recruitment 
of teachers but to lack the where- 
withall to implement our desires. 
It should be quite another thing to 
be in a position to back up dis- 
cernment with folding money. A 
sound merit plan, promptly applied 
and combined with the other ad- 
vantages which Andover has to 
offer, can become a real tool in 
attracting a greater number of 
superior teachers to our school 
system. This approach goes far, 
far beyond wishful thinking be- 
cause money talks a_ language 
teachers well understand. 

“In my opinion, then, the pur- 
pose is to increase excellence 
among our teaching staff. If the 
merit plan is specifically designed 
to achieve this, it will be in the 
town’s. interest. Unless it in- 
creases excellence in teaching, 
the plan isn’t worth the paper it is 
written on. 

“Tl now propose to examine the 
chief points of the announced plan 
in the light of this definition. 
Those points are: the incentives, 
the prerequisite, the evaluating 
committee. To this I would add 
my comments on criteria. I shall 
save for another occasion some 
of the broader implications of the 
merit plan. 

“These comments are intended 
to promote understanding of the 
purpose, refinement of methods 
and eventual acceptance of a plan 
which will advance the education- 
al welfare of this community. 

‘*1. Incentive Plan: My chief 
reaction to the incentive plan, as 
revealed, is that recognition is too 
long delayed. This raises the 
question: how long does it take to 
spot a superior teacher? And why 
must we wait until some other 
town has stolen a young but bril- 
liant teacher before we can make 
a move to hold him? I believe that 
recognition should be _ prompt. 
Brilliance is not to be confused 
with longevity or’ sacrificed for 
endurance. Prompt recognition also 
becomes a weapon in_ stealing 
brilliant young teachers from other 
communities who are too slow with 
their recognition. Timing can be 
as important as dollars in achiev- 
ing our objective. 

**2, Prerequisites to Merit: The 
school committee’s advisory group 
recommends that a higher basic 
salary scale be adopted before 
merit increases are put into effect. 

“With this I completely dis- 
agree. I feel that this is a purely 
quantitative approach, that it 
confuses the issue, that it betrays 
lack of confidence in the effective- 
ness of a merit plan to do the job 
provided that merit plan is sound- 
ly conceived and promptly applied. 

An inflated basic scale is 
cleanty in the teachers’ interest, 
but what is good for the teachers 
is not necessarily good for the 
town, What enriches the educator 
may not enrich the education, One 
is the means, the other the end 
product. To the public the objec- 


tive is education for which the 
means is teachers. For the teach- 
ers, education becomes the means 
for which the teacher is the end, 
Herein lies a basic conflict of 
interests which it is folly to 
ignore in the economic tug of war 
which inevitably ensues. 

“In this conflict it is someone’s 
responsibility to look out for the 
town’s interest. To do this is not 
the teachers’ job. To do this is 
only in part the job of our school 
administrators who get their autho- 
rity from the public’s representa- 
tives but who often double in 
brass as teachers, which gives 
them mixed motives. 

“To do this is exclusively the 
duty of the School Committee who 
are elected by the public for this 
express purpose. 

**To adopt a high base scale is 
not in the town’s interest. It 
seems to me fallacious to say that 
you must not reward the most 
deserving until or unless you first 
reward the least deserving. Once 
you have a sound merit system it 
emasculates the whole merit 
objective to enrich both ends of 
the quality scale. Why must we 
attract and go out of our way to 
hold inferior teachers at the same 
time that we are trying to attract 
and hold superior teachers? We can 
improve the quality of our staff 
as much by alinitnasinie the nega- 
tive as by accentuating the posi- 
tive. Humanitarianism is a town 
function which is outside the 
scope of the School Committee. 

“Why isn’t one criterion — merit 
— completely adequate to achieve 
our purpose of acquiring and hold- 
ing more superior teachers? lt 
might clarify the point if we put 
up a sign reading “‘no others need 
apply.’’ 

‘“‘What merit should mean is that 
the silly days of judging teachers 
by academic labels or longevity 
are superceded by _ evaluating 
teachers by the way in which they 
carry out the job for which they 
were hired. Merit ratings are all 
we need to do the job. Other in- 
centives nullify our chief weapon. 

“The idea of ‘‘all this (higher 
base pay for all) and heaven too 
(Merit pay)’’ places the town in 
double jeopardy. We don’t need a 


higher cake on which to put our, 


frosting. Merit has nothing to do 
with disguised overall pay hikes. 
Merit must be the tail that wags 
the dog. Merit must stand along on 
its own merits. Merit is like a 
student honor roll: it is a re- 
cognition of superiority which has 
nothing in. common with rewarding 
either mediocrity or inferiority. 
Merit will work only if we give it 
full scope to work for us, un- 
hampered’ by contradictory — in- 
fluences. 

“*3. Evaluation Committee: Cru- 
cial to the success of the merit 
plan is the proper selection of 
teachers deserving a merit bonus. 
The advisory group has re 
commended that the power o! 
selection be placed principally. in 
the hands of teachers. In giving 
the controlling vote to teachers 
selected by the teachers’ union, 
the public’s representatives are 
in a helpless minority. Here, | 
think, is a great danger. 

‘Merit plan is sponsored by the 
town. Merit pay is financed by the 
town in the interest of the town. 
Control should rest in the hands of 
the town or its representatives. | 
believe the town’s interests can 
be protected only if control of 
teacher selection is in the hands 
of the School Committee and its 
administrative staff, including the 
superintendant and principals. This 
does not mean that teachers should 
be excluded. 


‘““As proposed, the power o! 
decision is given to the err 
ployees. I believe it properly be 
longs to the employers or their 
authorized agents — _ school 
management. Control involves not 
only who shall be chosen, but how 
many. In the hands of the teach- 
ers, the merit plan could be sabot- 
aged into an attempt to get every- 
body into the merit income bracket. 
And to suggest that a principal 
can’t be trusted to evaluate his 
own teachers fairly is an insult to 
the integrity of all our principals. 

“It is clearly not in the publi: 
interest to turn the evaluation 
committee into a teachers’ field 
day committee. The public is 
getting the short end of the stick 
in this teacher-dominated set-up.

Grant Pit Permit 
On Lowell St. 


The Selectmen have approved a 
gravel pit permit for Joseph Wat- 
son Jr., allowing him to take 
eravel off land he owns on Lowell 
st., east of Chandler cir. 

Residents of the area con- 
tested the petition at hearings 
Sept. 22 and 29 — but eventually 
asked the Selectmen to grant the 
request aS a measure of control 
over the operation. Town Counsel 
Vincent A. Stulgis had ruled 
during the hearing that possession 
of a building permit for a lot of 
land automatically gives the 
owner a right to remove the sur- 
plus gravel in order to prepare 
the land for construction. Thus it 
appeared that Watson, who has 
applied for building permits for 
the three lots in question, could, 
once the permits are granted, take 
off the excess materials without 
control. 

The Selectmen have asked 
Watson to post a $1,000 bond and 
have restricted his operation to a 
lot and one half — allowing the 
developer to prepare one lot and 
grade it properly. The residents 
of the section had approved this 
step before they left the hearing 
last Monday night. 

Initially, they opposed any 
gravel pit operation in the sec- 
tion, pointing to one across the 
street that has been an unsightly 
proposition for some time. They 
had said that, if one were to be 
granted, the permit should be 
restricted in time and should spell 
out the work the developer should
